Bracken County Nursing 
& Rehabilitation is closing its 
Personal Care unit in order to 
make room for additional ser¬ 
vices at the nursing home. 

The 30-bed unit caters to 
individuals who need some 
assistance but are largely 
able to live independently. 
Demand for the unit has de¬ 
clined in recent years as new 
technologies, and medical 
practices and services, have 
emerged, enabling many 
people to remain in their own 
homes for longer periods of 
time. 

As a result Bracken 
County Nursing & Rehab has 
opted not to renew the license 
for the personal care beds, 
which expires Dec 31, 2012. 


Several new service options 
are being discussed for the 
personal care space once it is 
vacant, but no final decisions 
have been made. 

The facility’s 32 skilled- 
nursing beds will remain open 
in the meantime. 

“As providers, we need 
to be flexible in today’s 
changing and uncertain cli¬ 
mate of health care,” said 
facility administrator Brad 
Wyatt. This move will open 
up space to add new services 
that better meet the Bracken 
County community’s chang¬ 
ing needs.”

David Hamilton inducted into

On March 20, 2012, 
David Hamilton was in¬ 
ducted into the Boys 10 th 
Region Hall of Fame of 
Coaches for the accomplish¬ 
ments his teams achieved 
during his coaching career. 

Coach Hamilton was 
Boys Varsity coach at 
BCHS from 1969-1980. 
During that time his teams 
won 5 district champion¬ 
ships, had 1 regional win, 
7 winning seasons, 8 trips 
to the regional tournament, 
and played one of the 
toughest schedules of any 
10 th Region team. His teams 
159 accumulated wins are 
the 2 nd most school wins 
in Bracken County history. 
He was directly involved 
(as player & coach) in 7 of 
the school’s last 10 district 
championships and 3 of the 
4 last regional wins. 

Coach Hamilton was 
also the first girls basket¬ 
ball coach at BCHS and the 
only to coach both boys 
and girls varsity in the 



same season. He began the 
basketball homecoming 
tradition in the mid 1970s 
and coached baseball for 
1 year. He taught in the 
Bracken County Schools 
for 35 years and 1 year at 
Augusta Independent. 

“I am honored by the 
selection and appreciate 
Coach Chad Persinger 
for the nomination.” said 
Coach Hamilton. “I give 
credit for my success to all 
the players. I shall always 
remember the pride and 
respect they brought to 
the school, county, them¬ 
selves, and me on the bas¬ 
ketball court.”

From The Bracken Chronicle 
June 16, 1938 
About David Brooks 

Mr. David Brooks se¬ 
lected the site for the present 
Courthouse ninety-nine years 
ago. 

The following article, 
sent in by “Q” of Brooksville, 
is gladly published by The 
Chronicle. We feel that the 
majority of our people down 
here are just as proud of this 
building, and the officers we 
elect to handle the affairs of 
Bracken County, as those liv¬ 
ing in any other section. 

“Q’s” article follows: 

“Kentucky owes a debt of 
gratitude to Hanover County, 
Virginia. When Kentucky was 
a county of Virginia its Gover¬ 
nor was Patrick Henry and in 
the years following the state’s, 
possibly the nation’s leading 
statesman, was Henry Clay. 
Both were from Hanover 
County. 

“In the early years of the 
past century David Brooks 
came to Bracken from the 
County of Hanover where he 
was born of Scotch-Irish an-

cestry in 1795. He had gradu¬ 
ated from Staunton College at 
eighteen. 

“He was married to Mar¬ 
garet Best, January 29 th , 1818. 
He was a charter member 
of the Sharon Presbyterian 
Church. He took active part 
in public affairs as constable, 
magistrate and sheriff. He 
represented the county in the 
state’s Legislature in the ses¬ 
sions of 1837, 1838, 1839, he 
introduced and guided to pas¬ 
sage the Enabling Act, that 
resulted in the removal of the 
county seat to its present loca¬ 
tion. He was one of the twelve 
justices that decided on March 
26 th , 1838, to erect the 30 by 
30 Courthouse at Woodwards 
Cross Roads. Brooksville, 
incorporated in 1839, was 
named in his honor. In the year 
1839 he purchased of John C. 
Hamilton a farm at Hamilton 
Cross Roads (Chatham) that is 
now the property of his grand¬ 
son, Austin H. Brooks. Here 
he answered the final call May 
27, 1879. He sleeps at Sharon 
with his kindred dead.

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down an 
indictment on Nathaniel Mi¬ 
chael Sandlin on Thursday, 
July 19.

Goal of Training is to Reduce Illegal Sales to Minors 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health, in 
partnership with the Depart¬ 
ment for Alcoholic Beverage 
Control and the Division for 
Behavioral Health, Develop¬ 
mental and Intellectual Dis¬ 
abilities, has launched new 
training aimed at helping 
vendors understand changes 
in tobacco laws governing un¬ 
derage sales, the first training 
of its kind in Kentucky. 

The new Tobacco Re¬ 
tailer Underage Sales Train¬ 
ing (TRUST) helps both large 
and small tobacco retailers 
educate employees who will 
likely encounter underage 
youth attempting to purchase 
tobacco products. 

“Determining who is un¬ 
derage and who isn’t is some¬ 
times difficult, especially dur¬ 
ing peak hours when there are 
long lines at the cash register,” 
said Irene Centers, manager 
of the Department for Public 
Health’s Health Promotion 
Branch. “In addition, a new 
set of federal laws and regula¬ 
tions have been implemented. 
The goal of this new training 
is to make sure Kentucky ven¬ 
dors know about the laws and 
understand how the changes 
might affect them to ensure 
they are in full compliance.” 

According to the 2011 
Youth Risk Behavior Survey, 
one in five underage youth 
smokers bought cigarettes in 
a store or gas station. TRUST 
was created as a way to reduce 
these illegal tobacco sales. 
TRUST training sessions are 
being offered free of charge 
by select local health depart¬ 
ments and regional prevention 
centers. Free online training 
is also available on Alcoholic 
Beverage Control’s website, 
www.abc.ky.gov. 

Historically, Kentucky 
vendors have maintained high 
compliance rates with state 
laws that prohibit sales to mi¬ 
nors, according to the annual 
Synar Compliance Rate Re¬ 
port. However, Centers noted, 
the addition of new federal 
regulations combined with the 
state’s high rate of smoking 
and tobacco use require addi¬ 
tional efforts to educate ven¬ 
dors. She lauded the TRUST 


program for providing ven¬ 
dors and store employees 
with a broader understanding 
of the issues. 

The consequences of sell¬ 
ing tobacco products to a mi¬ 
nor have significantly changed 
with the new federal laws. In 
the past, the clerk who made 
the sale to an underage youth 
was fined. The new FDA laws, 
however, fine the owner of the 
store where the illegal sale 
was made. According to FDA 
guidance documents, hav¬ 
ing store employees trained 
through a program that fol¬ 
lows FDA training guidelines 
such as TRUST could reduce 
fines to store owners if they 
were found in violation of 
federal tobacco laws. 

The TRUST program is 
designed to: 

• Educate employees and 
owners of stores that sell to¬ 
bacco of the legal responsibil¬ 
ities and liabilities for selling 
tobacco products to anyone 
under 18: 

Educate employees 
about how to verify that cus¬ 
tomers purchasing tobacco 
products are of legal age; 

• Help store owners and 
employees avoid costly fines; 
and 

• Provide an understand¬ 
ing of health consequences 
and tobacco. 

The TRUST training of¬ 
fers: 

• Content consistent with 
FDA guidelines for tobacco 
retailer training; 

• In person or online train¬ 
ing; 

• Training certificates and 
test results for each employee 
and owner; 

Additional support 
documents to enhance the ef¬ 
fectiveness of store tobacco 
policy; and 

• Regularly updated train¬ 
ing content to keep up with 
changes in federal and state 
tobacco laws.

It has been well said that if there is anything good in any 
man it is because it was put there by God. And something 
good — a new nature — has been imparted by God to every 
true believer in Christ. 

While there is still within us ’’that which is begotten 
of the flesh,” there is also ’’that which is begotten of the 
Spirit,” and just as the one ’’cannot please God,” so the 
other always pleases Him. 

Adam was originally created in the image and likeness 
of God, but he fell into sin and later ’’begat a son in his 
own likeness, after his image” (Gen. 5:3). It could not be 
otherwise. Fallen Adam could generate and beget only 
fallen, sinful offspring, whom even the law could not 
change. But ”what the law could not do, in that it was weak 
[because of] the flesh, God, sending His own Son, in the 
likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin,” accomplished, ’’that 
the righteousness of the law might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit” (Rom. 8:3,4). 

As Adam was made in the likeness of God, but fell, so 
Christ was made in the likeness of sinful flesh — though 
without sin — to redeem us from the fall, that by grace, 
through the operation of the Spirit, a new creation might 
be brought into being, ’’the new man which after God, is 
created in righteousness and true holiness” (Eph. 4:24). 

Thus in addition to our fallen Adamic nature true 
believers, through faith, have also become ’’partakers of 
the divine nature” (II Pet. 1:4). This is the ’’inner man” 
of which Paul speaks in Eph. 3:16, and this ’’inner man” 
delights to do God’s will (Rom. 7:22). 

The Adamic nature, which Scripture calls ’’the flesh,” 
is that which was generated by a fallen begetter. It is sinful 
in itself, even in the believer. It cannot be improved or 
changed. But ’’that which is born [or begotten] of God” 
always pleases Him. It was begotten by the Spirit of God 
Himself. This is why our Lord said to Nicodemus: 

"That which is born of the flesh is flesh; that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit....Ye must be born again" 
(John 3:6,7).

Howdy Folks! Can we 
say “Thank you, God”! Last 
week’s rainfall was so very 
much needed and while it 
may not have saved all crops, 
it certainly helped! Some 
tobacco, com, hay, and soy 
bean crops and most gardens, 
flowers and yards looked so 
much greener this Monday 
morning, and word has it that 
we may see more rain this 
week! 

Another plus last week 
was the addition of a new 
computer for our office! Our 
appreciation is extended to 
Mr. David Rigney for put¬ 
ting it together so quickly 
and efficiently. For the past 
three months we have been 
working on the 5-Year Solid 
Waste Management Plan and 
with the old computer getting 
more contrary each day, we 
were fearful the document 
would be lost due to comput¬ 
er failure! After eight years 
as Solid Waste Coordinator 
this is our first new computer! 
Over the years, Mr. Rigney 
worked with us to provide 
upgraded hard drives, and 
we made do with other used 
components, so we are very 
happy with the new setup! 
Now, we just have to figure 
out how to get us updated 
and more computer savvy! 

Just as we and many of 
you are recycling and reus¬ 
ing as much as possible, an 
article in the Resource Re¬ 
cycling Magazine this past 
week focused on the low 
recovery rate of only 22% 
for packaging material other 
than paper and cardboard in 
the United States. Their case 
in point was the recycling 
rate of beverage containers 
in the U.S. that have dropped 
by 20% over the last two de¬ 
cades. Aluminum cans, the 
most valuable beverage con¬ 
tainer material, are still being 
dumped at the rate of more 
than 40 BILLION annually 
into U.S. landfills! Accord¬ 
ing to Alcoa, the aluminum 
giant, this wasted mate¬ 
rial could provide enough 
aluminum to build 25,000 
jetliners! Sadly, many of 


our fellow Bracken County 
residents carelessly toss this 
valuable resource out their 
vehicle windows each and 
every day! If you do not want 
to save cans to recycle or to 
sell for yourself, there are 
many individuals and orga¬ 
nizations that would love to 
take this valuable ‘trash’ off 
your hands! Give us a call 
and we will be happy to help 
get those cans recycled! 

As we said, many of you 
have formed the very good 
habit of recycling, and we re¬ 
ally have no way of knowing 
the recycling rate in Bracken 
County, but on trash days, 
we still see many boxes set¬ 
ting out waiting for Rumpke 
pickup and the landfill des¬ 
tination, rather than being 
recycled. One thing about 
recycling that we have not 
mentioned is that the Fiscal 
Court made the decision a 
while back that once mate¬ 
rial is put into the recycling 
trailers, it becomes the prop¬ 
erty of Bracken County and 
should not be removed. This 
was done as a precautionary 
means because it is danger¬ 
ous to climb on and in the re¬ 
cycling trailers! We have had 
enough practice retrieving 
trash and non-recyclables, 
and we know the dangers so 
the Court did make the cor¬ 
rect decision! 

Hopefully, U.S. citizens 
will make the right decision 
to follow the many European 
countries whose recycling 
rate reaches 70-80% which 
is attributed to their Extend¬ 
ed Producer Responsibility 
policies that shift the burden 
of collecting and recycling 
waste to the companies that 
produce it. As responsible 
citizens, joint collaboration 
of recycling between produc¬ 
er and consumer will benefit 
as recycling becomes a way 
of life for everybody and not 
just a few dedicated individ¬ 
uals. We urge each of you 
to step up to RECYCLE, RE¬ 
USE and REDUCE to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful!

(AMENDMENT TO BRACKEN COUNTY ETHICS CODE) 

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A CODE OF ETHICS FOR ELECTED 
AND APPOINTED OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYEES OR CANDIDATES 
FOR PUBLIC OFFICE IN BRACKEN COUNTY 


The first reading of Ordinance Number 12-003— an ordinance amending The Bracken County Code of Ethics Ord. # 07-006 was had on the 11th day of July, 2012. Second reading of the 
Amendments to this Ordinance shall come on for a hearing on the 8th day of August, 2012 at the hour of 10:00 am in the Courtroom of the Bracken County Courthouse, Brooksville, Kentucky. 

THE BRACKEN COUNTY ETHICS CODE IS AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A CODE OF ETHICS FOR ELECTED AND APPOINTED OFFICIALS AND 
EMPLOYEES OR CANDIDATES FOR PUBLIC OFFICE IN BRACKEN COUNTY THE ETHICS CODE WAS LAST PUBLISHED AND ADOPTED IN ITS ENTIRETY ON SEPTEMBER 20, 2007 
(Ordinance # 07-006). THE FISCAL COURT HAS FOUND IT NECESSARY TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE ETHICS CODE (# 07-006) AND THOSE AMENDMENTS ARE THE SUBJECT OF 
THIS ORDINANCE. 

THE ETHICS CODE, AS AMENDED, IS IDENTIFIED AS ORDINANCE # 12-003 HEREIN. THE ENTIRE ETHICS CODE IS PUBLISHED HEREIN AND THE MATERIAL TO BE DELETED 
IS IDENTIFIED AS THOSE ITEMS BEING STRUCK THRU BY A LINE AND ANY NEW MATERIAL ADDED TO THE CODE IS SHOWN BY UNDERLINING THE TEXT. THE ETHICS CODE 
ORDINANCE AND AMENDMENTS ARE SET FORTH BELOW: 

Except for said amendments, Ordinance cited as Bracken County Ethics Code # 07-006 and adopted on September 20, 2007, has not been changed. However, this Ordinance shall now be identified as 
Bracken County Ordinance # 12-003 ( Bracken Code of Ethics). 

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A CODE OF ETHICS FOR ELECTED AND APPOINTED OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYEES OR CANDIDATES FOR PUBLIC 
OFFICE IN BRACKEN COUNTY. AMENDING BRACKEN COUNTY CODE OF ETHICS (Ordinance No. 94-03 and Ordinance No. 07-01) 

WHEREAS, the Bracken County Fiscal Court has the authority pursuant to KRS Chapter 65, to enact an ordinance establishing a code of ethics to guide the conduct of elected and appointed officers and 
employees of Bracken County, including the County Judge/Executive and members of the Fiscal Court, Sheriff, County Attorney, County Clerk, Jailer, Coroner, Surveyor, Constable; and, 

WHEREAS, public office and employment are a public trust, and government has a duty both to provide their citizens with standards by which they may determine whether public duties are being faithfully 
performed, and to apprise their officers and employees of the behavior which is expected of them while conducting their public duties; and, 

WHEREAS, it is the purpose of this ordinance to provide a method of assuring that standards of ethical conduct for local government officers and employees shall be clear consistent, and uniform in their 
application, and to provide local officers and employees with advice and information concerning possible conflicts of interest which might arise in the conduct of their public duties. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Fiscal Count of Bracken County, Kentucky, that: 

710.0 TITLE 


710.1 This ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Bracken County Code of Ethics”, and shall be incorporated as under the heading of Nepotism on Page 42 of Chapter 5 700 of the Bracken 
County Administrative Code. 

720.0 Definitions 

720.1 “Business Associate” includes the following: 

1. a private employer; 

2. a general or limited partnership, or a general or limited partner within the partnership; 

3. a corporation that is family-owned or in which all shares of stock are closely-held, and the shareholders, owners, and officers; or 

4. a corporation, business association, or other business entity in which the county government officer or employee serves as a compensated agent or representative. 

720.2 “Business Organization” means any corporation, partnership, sole proprietorship, firm, enterprise, franchise, association, organization, self-employed individual, holding company, joint stock 
company, receivership, trust, professional service corporation, or any legal entity through which business is conducted for profit; 

720.3 “Candidate” means an individual who seeks nomination or election to a county government office. An individual is a candidate when the individual: 

1. files notification and declaration for nomination for office with a county clerk or the Secretary of State; or 

2. is nominated for office by apolitical party under KRS 118.105, 118.115, 118/325, or 118.760. 

720.4 “County government agency” means any board, commission, authority, Nonstock Corporation, or other entity formed by the county government or a combination of local government. 

720.5 “County government employee” means any person, whether compensated or not, whether full-time or part-time, employed by or serving the county government, or county government agency who 
is not a county government officer, but shall not mean any employee of a school district or a school board. 

720.6 “County government officer” means any person, whether compensated or not, whether full-time or part-time, who is elected to any county government office; or any person who serves as a member 
of the governing body of any county government agency or special taxing district. 

720.7 “Family Member” means a spouse, parent, child, brother, sister, mother-in-law, father-in-law, son-in-law, daughter-in-law, grandparent or grandchild, step child or step parent. 

730.0 Standards of Conduct 

The following standard of conduct are applicable to, and shall be followed by, all appointed officers and employees of Bracken County, including the County Judge/Executive and members of the 
fiscal court, Sheriff, County Attorney, County Clerk, Jailer, Coroner, Surveyor, and Constable. 

730.1 No county government officer of or employee or member of his family shall have an interest in a business organization or engage in any business, transaction, or professional activity, which is in 
substantial conflict with the proper discharge of duties in the public interest; 

730.2 No county government officer or employee shall use or attempt to use his official position to secure unwarranted privileges or advantages for himself or member(s) of their family; 

730.3 No county government officer or employee shall act in his official capacity in any matter where he, a family member, or a business organization in which he has an interest, has a direct or indirect 
financial or personal involvement that might impair his objectivity or independence of judgment; 

730.4 No county government officer or employee shall undertake any employment or service, compensated or not, which might prejudice his independence of judgment in the exercise of his official 
duties; 

730.5 No county government officer or employee, or family member thereof, or business organization in which he has an interest, shall solicit or accept any gift, favor, loan, political contribution, service 
promise of future employment, or other thing of value based upon an understanding that the gift, favor, loan, contribution, service, promise, or other thing of value was given, or offered for the purpose of 
influencing him, directly or indirectly, in the discharge of his official duties. This provision shall not apply to the solicitation or acceptance of contributions to the campaign of an announced candidate for 
elective public office as governed by the Kentucky Revised Statutes. 

730.6 No county government officer or employee shall be prohibited from giving or receiving an award publicly presented in recognition of public service, or commercially reasonable loans made in the 
ordinary course of the lender’s business. Travel and expenses, entertainment, meals or refreshment expenses incurred in connection with public events, appearance, ceremonies or fact-finding trips, provided 
that such expenses are related to official county government business, shall be reimbursed to the county officer by the Bracken County Fiscal Court. 

730.7 No county government officer shall be prohibited from accepting a gratuity for solemnizing a marriage, provided that said government officer is qualified by statute and appropriately authorized by 
the County Judge/Executive to perform such ceremony. 

730.8 No county government officer or employee shall use, or allow to be used, his public office or employment, or any information, not generally available to the members of the public, which he receives 
or acquires in the course of and by reason or his office or employment, for the purpose of securing financial gain for himself, and family member, or any business organization with which he is associated. 

730.9 No county government officer or employee or business organization in which he has an interest shall represent any person or party other than the local government in connection with any cause, 
proceeding, application, or other matter pending before any agency in the local government in which he serves. 

730.10 No county government officer shall be deemed in conflict with these provisions if, by reason of his participation in the enactment of any ordinance, resolution, or other matter required to be voted 
upon or which is subject to executive approval or veto, no material or monetary gain accrues to him as a member of any business, profession, occupation or group, to any greater extent than any gain could 
reasonably be expected to accrue to any other member of such business, profession, occupation or group. 

730.11 No elected county government officer shall be prohibited from making an inquiry for information or providing assistance on behalf of a constituent, if no fee, reward or other thing of value is 
promised to, given to or accepted by the accepted by the officer or a member of his family, whether directly or indirectly, in return therefore thereof. 

730.12 Nothing shall prohibit any county government officer or employee, or family members, from representing himself, or themselves, in negotiations or proceedings concerning his, or their own 
interests; and 

730.13 No county government officer or employee, or family member thereof, shall use or permit the use of any county labor, funds, equipment or other personal or real property for the private us of such 
person. 

730.14 Nothing in this ordinance shall preclude the Bracken County Fiscal Court from contracting with funeral homes in the Bracken County area in order to provide funeral services for indigent individuals 
or transportation expenses for autopsies or medical evaluations provided at the expense of the Bracken County Fiscal Court, subject to the provisions of KRS 61.210 AND 61.220. 

740.0 NEPOTISM 


740.1 No family member (as defined above in 720.7) or any county government officer or county government employee shall be appointed or employed, unless it is demonstrated that such family member 
possesses or exhibits specific and objectively demonstrated qualifications to hold the position, such as educational degree, certification or other training, or prior job experience. 

However in no event shall any county government officer or county government employee hire his/her family member (as defined above in 720.7), stepchild or stepparent to any position or job of 
which the county government office or county government employee shall have hiring authority or supervisory authority over his/her family member (as defined above in 720.7)., a stepchild or step parent . 

740.2 No family member shall be appointed or employed for a job or position for which he or she is not qualified, and shall be given no advantage over other applicants or employees. 

740.3 No family member of a county government officer or employee shall be compensated more than others in like job positions. 

740.4 These provisions shall apply to all County government officers and County government employees, but does not apply to employment or appointments made prior to January 3,1994. 

750.0 Financial Disclosure 

750.1 The following individuals shall be required to file a financial disclosure statement: 

1. elected county officers; 

2. candidates for elected county office; 

3. county treasure and other county government officials or employees with procurement authority or authority to sign checks for the County; 

4. members of the Bracken County Ethics Commission; 

5. members of the Augusta-Brooksville Bracken County Industrial Development Authority. 

750.2 The statement shall be filed by January 31 of each year, said statement covering the preceding calendar year. 

750.3 The financial disclosure statement should include the following information: 

1. name of filer; 

2. current business address, business telephone number, email and home address of filer; 

3. title of filer’s public office or office sought; 

4. occupations of filer and spouse; 

5. positions held by the filer, the filer’s spouse, of or filer’s unemancipated children in any business organization or nonprofit entity from which the filer or the filer’s spouse and unemancipated children 
received compensation in excess of $5,000.00 during the preceding calendar year, and the name, address, and telephone number of the business organization or nonprofit entity; 

6. name, address, and telephone number of each source of income of both the filer, filer’s spouse, of or filer’s unemancipated children which exceeded $5,000.00 during the preceding year, provided 
that nothing herein shall require disclosure of income received for services provided to individual clients if such income is aggregately reported under the immediately preceding paragraph hereof; 

7. name, address, and telephone number of each business organization in which the filer or the filer’s spouse or unemancipated children has an interest of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) at fair 
market value of five percent (5%) Ownership interest or more during the preceding calendar year; and 

8. the location and type (commercial, residential, agricultural) of all real property within the county, other than the filer’s primary residence, in which the filer or a spouse or unemancipated children 
had an interest of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or more during the preceding calendar year. 

750.4 The financial disclosure statement shall be on a form provided by the local ethics commission. The financial disclosure statement shall be filed annually by officers and employees no later than 
February 1 January 31 . Candidates shall be required to file the statement no later than twenty-one (21) days after the filing date or the date of nomination. Newly appointed officers and employees should be 
are required to file their initial financial disclosure statement no later than twenty-one (21) days after the date of appointment. 

750.5 Each statement shall be signed and dated by the individual filing the statement of financial interest. Signing a fraudulent statement shall be a Class A misdemeanor. 

750.6 Financial Statements shall be filed with the Circuit Clerk of Bracken County and may be reviewed by written request. 

760 County Ethics Commission 

760.1 The county ethics commission shall consist of five (5) members. The members shall be nominated and appointed by the County Judge Executive and/or members of the Bracken County Fiscal Court, 
with approval by the fiscal court. Member shall receive no compensation but may be reimbursed all necessary expenses. The terms of the members shall be staggered and no longer than four (4) years. 

760.2 The county ethics commission shall have the following powers: 

1. To initiate on its own motion, receive, hear and review complaints and hold hearings regarding possible violations of the county ethics code; 

2. To issue orders in connection with its investigations and hearings requiring persons to submit in writing and under oath reports and answers to questions requiring person to submit in writing and 
under oath reports and answers to questions that are relevant to the proceedings and to order testimony to be taken by deposition before any individual designated by the board who has the power to administer 
oaths; 

3. To refer any information concerning violations of this ordinance to the executive authority of the county, the county legislative body, the governing body of any county agency, the county attorney, 
or other appropriate person or body, as necessary; 

4. To render advisory opinions to county officers and employees regarding whether a given set of facts and circumstances constitutes a violation of any provisions of the county code of ethics; 

5. To enforce the provisions of the local code of ethics with regard to local government officers and employees and to impose penalties for violations as authorized; and 

6. To adopt rules and regulations necessary to implement the ethics code. 

760.3 The County Ethics Commission may seek the advice of the County Attorney, but may retain private counsel upon approval of the Bracken County Fiscal Court at the expense of the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court should the County Ethics Commission or the County Attorney determine that an actual or perceived conflict of interest may arise. 

760.4 The County Ethics Commission may impose an administrative fine of not to exceed $1,000.00 (one thousand dollars) for non-compliance with the provisions hereof. Any person who intentionally 
violates the provisions hereof shall be subject to criminal prosecution, said offense to be classified as a “Class A” misdemeanor. 

760.5 Decisions of the County Ethics Commission regarding violations shall be appealable to the Bracken Circuit Court.

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Tobacco Disease Update

The tobacco growing 
season in Kentucky has been 
marked by very dry weather, 
for the most part, and these 
conditions have not been 
conducive to the develop¬ 
ment of foliar diseases. As a 
result, there have been very 
few cases of target spot or 
frogeye to date. Another 
bit of good news is that blue 
mold appears to be nonex¬ 
istent in the U.S. this year. 
An early outbreak of the 
disease in Pennsylvania was 
contained and no additional 
cases have been reported so 
far this season. 

Recent rains have 
brought some much-needed 
moisture and we will likely 
see an increase in foliar dis¬ 
eases on tobacco around the 
state. Target spot and frog- 


eye could become problem¬ 
atic if we begin to see regu¬ 
lar rains. Quadris fungicide, 
applied at 8 fl oz/A, has been 
shown to give reasonably 
good control of target spot if 
applied at least once at begin¬ 
ning around layby. A second 
application may be needed 
at topping to help with this 
disease if needed, and to sup¬ 
press late-season frogeye 
leaf spot should that disease 
be active. When it comes to 
frogeye, anecdotal evidence 
indicates that a rate of 10-12 
fl oz/A would be more ap¬ 
propriate for control. Timing 
the Quadris applications for 
frogeye control should fol¬ 
low what we’re recommend¬ 
ing for target spot unless dis¬ 
ease pressure is heavy before 
layby. In these cases, treat 
with Quadris as soon as pos¬ 
sible. A follow-up treatment 
may be necessary later in the 


season if disease is active, 
particularly around topping 
time. If multiple applica¬ 
tions of Quadris are needed, 
the label requires alternation 
with a fungicide which has a 
different mode of action than 
Quadris. For frogeye and 
target spot, our only options 
would be Manzate Pro-Stick, 
Dithane DF, or Penncozeb 
(mancozeb fungicides). So 
a grower applying Quadris at 
layby could come back with 
mancozeb 2-3 weeks later, 
and then treat with Quadris 
either before or after layby 
to stay compliant with the 
label. 

We’ve also had a few 
questions about tank-mixing 
Quadris with other products. 
The Quadris label states that 
this fungicide should never 
be mixed with pesticides for¬ 
mulated as emulsifiable con¬ 
centrates (ECs), or those that 
have high solvent levels, to 
avoid the risk of severe phy¬ 
totoxicity (leaf burn, mainly). 
I’ve also heard from contacts 
at Syngenta that products 
such as maleic hydrazide 
(MH), foliar fungicides, and 
even acephate (Orthene or 
generic formulations) also 
increase the risk of crop in¬ 
jury if mixed with Quadris. 
I recommend that Quadris 
never be applied with any 
sucker control material, fo¬ 
liar fertilizer, or surfactant. 
With regard to Orthene, we 
have had some reports of in¬ 
jury in Kentucky when this 
insecticide is tank-mixed 
with Quadris; however, many 
have applied this combina¬ 
tion with no ill effects. To 
play it safe, it may be best to 
not use Orthene and Quadris 
together during the hot, dry 
spell that we’re under right 
now. Quadris can cause 
weather flecking if applied 
by itself in hot weather, and 
would be more likely to bum 
if tank-mixed with Orthene 
under these conditions.

The 2011-12 academic 
year has been a banner year

Wildcat Sculpture and even 
a men’s basketball National 
Championship. That tradi¬ 
tion of excellence continued 
on Friday, July 13 th as UK 
welcomed more than 180 
high school sophomores to 
campus as part of the Class 
of Kentucky program.

UK wanted to recog¬ 
nize high school sopho¬ 
mores, reaching a group that 
is sometimes overlooked. 
Since 2004, UK has wel¬ 
comed distinguished high 
school students to campus 
each summer as members of 
the Class of Kentucky. Each 
high school in the Common¬ 
wealth selects one outstand¬ 
ing sophomore on the basis 
of demonstrated leadership, 
community service and aca¬ 
demic skills. 

“The central purpose of 
the program,” Kelley Boze¬ 
man, marketing director and 
one of the visionaries for 
the program, said, “is to ac¬ 
knowledge the impressive 
accomplishments of some of 
the state’s most academically 
talented and socially com¬ 
mitted students.” 

Each summer, Class of 
Kentucky students and their 
families come to campus for 
a daylong visit where they 
meet current UK students, 
mingle with UK administra¬ 
tors and listen to a keynote 
speaker. More than 1,500 
students, including 185 in 
this year’s class, are part of 
the Class of Kentucky. 

“The Class of Kentucky 
program not only recognizes 
a group of the Common¬ 
wealth’s brightest students,” 
Don Witt, vice provost for 
enrollment management, 
said, “but also showcases 
what UK has to offer as a 
place to learn and develop 
one’s potential.” 

And Class of Kentucky 
students are enrolling at UK. 
In the program’s first four 
years, more than 20 percent 
of each class chose to attend 
the University of Kentucky.
